Dear Brethren: —With deep felt gratitude, ydur Missionary Board re- 
ports to you a statement of their transactions duting the past Associational 
year. A few days after the adjournment of the Associgtion, the Board met, 
at Bethany Church, and organized by re-electing brother Wa. WiL.iass, 
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President; and James Mixer, Se cretary.—At this meeting, your Board was 
favored with the priviege, and were happy to re-appoint brother Wm, Fort- 
inberry; who consented to labor for the Board, as'Missionary, in the same 
field occupied by him, the past year,—with privilege to extend his labors as 
much as possible.—In the latter part, of October, he engaged in the work, and 
closed with July. : : 

Your Board takes pleasure in saying that Brother Fortinberry, by the 
blessing of Providence, has fulfilled his ‘engagements with zeal and pun¢tu- 
ality ; and we have felt our hearts encouraged for our work, by the cheering 
accounts we Have received from his reports. His labors have been bestow- 
ed at the same places, and upon the same congregations-for. whom he had 
toiled through the year gone by, with some slight changes, which|he, in his 
judgment, thought it necessary to make.—At most of these places, the con- 
gregations have been generally good, for a country so thinly inhabited ; and, 
in many instances, exceeded any thing that would have been reasonably ex- 
pected, from a people whé had been unaccustomed to hearing the Gospel. | , 


Brother Fortinberry has baptized one person at Bethel Church, and giz 
ata schoolhouse about fourteen miles west of Red Creek Church, At this 
place, our Missionary thought proper to constitute a Church: To accomplish 
this desirable object, he invited ministerial aid, to assist in the constitution; 
but, failing to obtain such assistance, and being the closing part of his servi- 
ces, the interesting and important work is not yot done. " ; 

Brother Fortinberry has, in his different trips, ‘traveled on¢ thousand 
nine hundred, and eighty six miles; preached 181 sermons, and exhibited | 
the word of life to 3561 intelligent persons, during ihe one hundred and twen- 
ty nine days he*has been engaged in your gervice.—Your Board feels assured 
that much good has been done, by the labor which we have been review- 
ing, and that much more remains to be done. . tf 

Among the thousands, to whom our Missionary presented the offers of 
merey, the greater number were serious while listening at different times 
and places, many” were deeply affected, when the truths of the Gospel were 
proclaimed before them ; others, few others, rejoicing in hope:of eternal life. 
Asa further evidence that our efforts have not been in vain, we have re- 
ceived contributions, sent ap by"our Missionary, as follows: from a brother, 
Jémes Smith, five dollars ; from Red Creek Church and congregation, éwenty 
nine dollars and twenty five cents ; at the School House above referred to, 


Jour dollars and fifty cents, These contributions have been made by these 


people, not only as a test of their willingness to receive the Gospel, but to 
assist the Board; also in supporting it among them. In addition) to these, 
og Board has received a donation of twenty dollars and fifty cents from the 
Beruany Mission any Society,” ior Home Mission purposes. 

In conclusion, Dear Brethr en, your Board would say that they|have tak- 
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en pleasure-in performing the dufie#-assigned them,. and have endeavored ta 
discharge them faithfully.—At our first ade finding ‘that such arrange.
